LIMITED QUANTITY 


Many people report that headaches, 
blurred vision, burning sensations, and 
other symptoms of eyestrain, start to 
occur soon after their television set 
Is Installed. Some people think that 
harmful rays are emitted from the 
screen. Others feel that watching a 
distorted, flickering picture, complete 
with "unow", will be the ruination of 
Canadian eyesight. Still others assume 
that television is "Just plain bad for 
the eyes". 

Fortunately, none of these state 
ments are true, for television ibself 
is not harmful to the eyes. 

Nearly all eye trouble that arises 
from watching TV is caused by one 
of two factors, or a combination of 
both. 

First, there may have been a pre¬ 
existing visual error that did not 
prove troublesome untl the eyes were 
forced to watch the screen for long 
periods of time. Often slight errors of 
astigmatism, muscle imbalance, etc., 
that normally might go un noticed, be¬ 
gin to cause eyestrain when the eyes 
are forced to gaze at a restricted dis¬ 
tance for several hours at a time. 

Second, and probably the main 
cause of "TV eyestrain", is poor 
viewing habits. These habits may be 
In the form of improper lighting,view¬ 
ing the screen from unusual angles 
or distances, or watching the screen 
for hours at a time without a rest. 

If these faulty habits are continued, 
the eyes may start making compensa¬ 
tions and adjustments to cope with 
the situation, and professional help 
may be required to give relief. 

A distorted picture requires more 
concentration than a clear one, and 
this added conscious effort may prove 
tiring. 

Common sense and moderation in 
watching television Is one of the best 
safeguards against "TV eyestrain”. 

However, if discomfort persists, co¬ 
nsult your Optometrist for profession¬ 
al advice and assistance. 

A GUIDE FOR PROPER 
TELEVIEWING 

1. For comfortable TV viewing sit 
where you can look level or slightly 
down towards the screen. For sustain¬ 
ed viewing the greatest distance which 
which still permits clear vision Is rec¬ 
ommended. The larger the screen the 
greater this distance should be. 

2. Never watch TV in completely 
dark or brightly lighted room. Light¬ 
ing should be subdued. Don't place 
lights on or near set. There should 
be no great contrast In Illumination 
between the TV set and the rest of 
the room. 

3. Make aure your screen is properly 
tuned. Get right relations between 
brightness and contrast controls. If in 
doubt check with your TV serviceman. 

4. Avoid the use of filters or colored 
screens placed before picture tube. 

5. Try to sit squarely in front of the 
screen. Viewing the screen from thr 
side will cause distortion of the pic¬ 
ture. 

6 . Good pasture applies here as much 
as anywhere else. Don't allow child¬ 
ren to "sprawl" on the floor in front 
of the set. 

7. Don’t watch the screen for long 
periods at a time. Allow your gaze 
to wander from the screen for a few 
moments about every 10 or 15 minutes 

8. A certain amount of mild discom¬ 
fort Is not uncommon, especially a- 
mong those not accustomed to watch¬ 
ing TV. However, If you experience 
marked discomfort, or a discomfort 
that persists, It may indicate a visual 
problem. If this should occur, consult 
a specialist In vision— your Optom¬ 
etrist.

Q. Just what is the Benson Plan 
How do its proponents think it will 
alleviate the farm surplus problem?

News From 
Your District 
Home Economist

For the lady who owne a fur coat, 
here are wome Fleas gleaned from the 
Consumer reports as to their care and 
and storage. 

A fur coat, doesn't require a great 
deal of attention, but following a few 
simple rules will add to both lbs life 
and beauty. 

Heat makes fur brittle. Never dry 
a damp fur on a radiator or hang It 
In the sun. Rain and snow won't 
hurt a fur coat, but poor drying will. 
When furs become damp, shake them 
throughly and hang them up to dry 
In a cool place where they are not 
pressed against other objects. Never 
brush a wet fur. 

Hang coats or Jackets on sturdy 
hangers never on hooks. (Jive them 
enough space «o that they are not 
crushed by other garments. The furs 
should be shaken often and occasion¬ 
ally given a gentle brushing In the 
direction of the nap. 

Friction will In time rub off any 
fur. Try to avoid localised rubbing as 
as in carrying pocketbooks or bundles. 

Rips can be minimized by such hab¬ 
its as unbuttoning the coat sitting 
and keeping generally out of the poc- 
ketis. Small rips become large easily 
and expensive to repair. Have any 
rips repaired at once. 

Annual cleaning by the “drum-saw¬ 
dust" method is desirabe. "Glazing'' 
a process which restores luster to 
dull looking furs by the addition of 
some oil should be done as needed 
up to several times a year, if the coat 
is worn a great deal. Glazing not only 
improves apperance but it helps keep 
furs from becoming brittle. 

Since warmth Is bad for furs, cold 
storage Is recomended during the mo¬ 
nths the coat is not being worn. Don’t 
try to mothproof a fur with chemicals. 

The cost of major repairs and re¬ 
styling is apt to run high. When the 
estimate for an alteration Job starts 
to run to about 25% of the original 
price of the garment, you ishould con, 
elder carefully whether a better idea 
would not be in conversion of the coat 
to a Jacket, stole or cape, or its ubo 
as a lining for a cloth ooat.
